BIG LIST OF SHIPS HIT 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Kight 
Japanese warships are believed to have 
heen sunk or damaged recently by com- 
hined operations by American and 
Australian forces in the Far East. 
Two U.S. submarines and a destroyer 
were lost. A Navy Department com- 
muniqué states :— 

“ Far East.—Combined operations by 
American and Australian island based 
forces were conducted recently against 
Japanese ships and land installations 
in and near Salamua and Lae, in New 
Guinea. These operations are believed 
to have resulted in the sinking of two 
enemy heavy cruisers, heavy damage to 
two and the probable sinking of one 
light cruiser, damage to a fourth 
cruiser, the probable sinking of one 
destroyer, the possible sinking of two 
destroyers, and damage to one large 
destroyer. Five transports, or cargo 
ships, were either sunk or gutted b 


fire and ran aground; one heavy bomb: 


hit was secured on each of two trans- 
ports, one troopship was damaged and 
left burning, three other transports 
were damaged. One. aircraft tender 
was heavily damaged, two gunboats 
were damaged, one of them, left burn- 
ing, is believed to have been sunk; one 
minesweeper was left in flames, and 
probably sank, Three seaplanes were 
shot down, many small ts were 
demolished, and considerable. damage 
was done to enemy shore installations, 
aircraft runways and anti-aircraft bat- 
teries. These heavy losses inflicted on 
the enemy by combined American and 
Australian forces were accomplished 
with the loss of but one ’plane.”’ 
“The U.S. submarine Shark has 
been overdue in the Far East for more 
than a month and must be umed 
lost. During December the U.S. sub- 
marine Sea Lion, which was under 
extensive overhaul at Cavite, was so 
damaged as to necessitate her demolli- 
tion to prevent her use by the enemy 
in the event of capture. Early this 
month the damaged U.S. destroyer 
Stewart was demolished in dry dock in 
Sourabaya to prevent her from falling 
into the hands of the enemy. Previous 
efforts to put her into serviceable con- 
dition had failed. There is nothing to 
report from other areas.’’—(Reuter.) 
Two United States merchant vessels 
have been torpedoed off the Atlantic 
coast, the Navy Department § an- 
nounced. One medium-sized merchant 
ship was attacked by three submarines 
early on Sunda ee sunk. Six of the 
crew were killed. Thirty-three sur- 
vivors have been landed.—(Reuter.) 


JAPANESE CLAIMS

NORTHERN PREMIER ON 
A BROADCAST 


R. DE VALERA'S broadcast on 
Tuesday was described by Mr. 
J. M. Andrews, Premier of Northern 
Ireland, as '“'just another smoke- 
screen intended to conceal his 
foolish policy of standing apart from 
the struggle, on the outcome of 
which the fate of Eire, no less than 
that of the British Empire and all 
the Allied nations, depends.’’ 
Mr. Andrews said: ‘‘ Mr. de Valera 


asserts that what he calls the ‘ un- ’ 


natural dismemberment ” of this island 
stands in the way of its ‘ most effective 
defence,’ which he defines as ‘ a unified 
defence organised by the Irish people 
themselves.’ 

** Unified defence of. Ireland, in 
association with the Forces of the 
Grown, is possible if Eire is prepared 
to take its share in the war against 
the Axis Powers, and to accept all the 
implications of belligerency. Otherwise 
it is impossible. For Northern Ireland 
there can be no neutrality in this war; 
the very idea is abhorrent, seeing that 
such grave issues are at stake. 

“The fact that Northern Ireland is 
part of the United Kingdom, and, 
therefore, in the war with Britain and 
her Allies, makes it possible for both 
British and American forces to be 
stationed here in large numbers to cope 
with any emergency that may arise. 
Mr. de Valera has publicly. protested 
against the presence of the Americans 
on our soil. We, on the other hand, 
have welcomed them as allies and as 
friends. If Eire were attacked by 
Germany—as the Germans attacked 
Holland and Belgium when it suited 
their purpose—the people of the South 
would be glad of the help of the British 
and American forces in fighting the 
invader.”’

REDUCED DUTIES ON 


IMPORTED CLOTHING 
ORDER TO REMAIN IN FORCE 
FOR SIX MONTHS 


Under an Order made by the 
Government under the Emergency 
Powers Act, 1939, the specific duties 
on personal clothing and wearing 
apparel have been suspended for a 
period of six months. The ad valorem 
duties on clothing have been reduced

generally to 25 per cent. preferential 
rate (374 per cent. full) during the 
currency of the Order, which is six 
months. : 

In view of the reduction of these 
duties, the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce will not be prepared to con- 
sider applications for licences for the 
importation of personal clothing and 
wearing apparel without payment of 
the reduced duty. Subject to pay- 
ment of duty, it is open to all persons 
to import these articles.

GIRL SHOT DEAD BY 


SENTRY 
“IMPROPER BEHAVIOUR” 
AT MILITARY POST 


How a 26 years old — girl, 
Sheila Clinton, was shot dead by a 
sentry, was told in the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
when James Reilly (19), a soldier, 
stated by his counsel to be “‘ dull and 
almost illiterate,’’ pleaded “not guilty” 
to the murder of the girl, but ww, fé 
to manslaughter. He was sentenced 
by Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy to three 
years’ i ago servitude. 

Mr. R. McLoughlin, K.C., who, with 
Mr. G. D. Murnaghan (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted, said 
that the girl was shot by a bullet fired 
from the rifle of the accused soldier. 
Counsel suggested that the affair would 
appear to have occurred through the 
undisciplined and improper behaviour 
of members of the sentry post: two of 
them appeared to have been accosting 
young women. Miss Clinton passed, 
and, according to a comrade of 


Reilly’s, Reilly remarked: “' Here is | 


another stuck-up one,” and exclaimed: 
“ Halt, or I will fire; I have one up 
the breech.’’ The other soldier then 
heard the shot that killed Sheila 
Clinton, Inquiries made by the Civic 
Guards failed to find a motive for the 
taking of the life of the girl. 

Counsel added that there was a rigid 
rule in the Army to ensure that a 
‘live’ round should not be in the 
breech of the rifle save by a deliberate 
act of, say, a sentry for a particular

STUDENTS’ 
By A Seectan Representative, 
HERE is a student in Trinity 
College, Dublin, who does -not 

know what his standing is. This 
is one of the facts deduced by the 
social survey of resident students 
made recently in the college by a 
special committee, which was the 
subject of a leading article yester"ay 
in the Irish Times. The committee 
claim that the results of the survey 
represent a fairly accurate cross- 
section of college opinion. 

The survey was in the form of a 
questionnaire sent to the resident 
students, and one of the answers re- 
ceived to the question on subject and 
standing in college was that the 
student did not know. The great 
majority of students are prepared to 
drink when called upon, thereby 
waiving all claim to originality in the 
matter of liquor. Views on women are 
generally normal also, with the widely 
recognised relation between women and 
wine shown _—" enough in the 
replies received. n the misogynist 
class in the college, who avoid women 
completely, there is one traitor, who 
has his “eye on one.” 

The students appear to aim at a 
high intellectual level outside college 
as well as in; for two-thirds of them 
prefer male company, on the ground 
that the conversation is usually more 
interesting. There is a canker at the 
heart of this ideal, however; for the 
report: on the survey states that the 
question of expense also enters. Lady’s 
men, preferring female company, con- 
stitute 10 per cent. of the repliers. 
These do not state, apparently, in how 
far their preference is inaliakiged, but 
one student is honest enough to say 
that he has never entertained a woman, 
though he has offered to do so on 
several occasions. .

But of all the Northern Ireland 
students, only 59 oppose partition, 
which seems to suggest that Belfast 
is not the centre of border-lovers. The 
reasons for opposing the border vary 
from economic and political to cultural 
and sentimental. A few of the parti- 
tionist faction were such because of 
their fear of religious intolerance in a 
thirty-two county Ireland. Of all, 41 
per cent. believed that partition would 
be abolished.

EXPLOSION 
INQUEST ON MILITARY 
VICTIMS RESUMED 


A verdict of accidental death from 
shock and hemorrhage from multiple 
wounds resulting from the premature 
explosion of a mine was returned at 
the inquest held by Dr. i : 
O'Kelly, Deputy Coroner for Kildare, 
at the Curragh yesterday on the six- 
teen members of the Army who lost 
their lives at Glen of Imaal on Sep- 
tember 16th last. The explosion 
occurred during experimental tests.

RECIPES 


For members who have inquired 
about recipes we print the following — 
POTATO ROLLS.—Ingredients: 1 
lb. washed potatoes, 1 tablespoonfu 
flour, 1 egg, 1 tablespoonful each 
butter and salt. Method: Mix potatoes, 


flour,--butter and salt together with’ 


yolks, and mix stiffly beaten white’ of 
egg. Roll into balls, put 2 dents on 
top. Bake 10 minutes in hot oven. 
Put pieces of butter into dents, and 
serve at once. 

POTATO TEA CAKES.—Take about 
4 lb. mashed potato, add 2 oz, flour, 
and mix well. Add 2 oz. sugar, 1 tea- 
spoonful baking powder, and beat in 

egg. Flavour with vanilla, lemon 
essence or spice, and bake in little tins 
in quick oven. 

It is important to note that the small 
quantity ot flour used in these recipes 
does not prohibit them to League mem- 
bers. As Miss O'Sullivan says: ‘‘ Some 
kind of compromise is essential. If 
people are going to give up bread at 
all meals but one they must have 
palatable substitutes The little flour 
used in some of the recipes I am 
supplying would be only a fraction of 
the quantity consumed if ordinary 
bread were used instead.’’

“GRIM, CEASELESS STRUGGLE” 


“This year,” he said, “the pro- 
duction of light tanks will represent 
seven times the output reached at. the 
end of 1941.” He “felt pretty sure” 
that the raids by commandoes and 
parachute troops on occupied Europe 
would increase in number and strength. 
“The Germans do not like these raids. 
They never know when or where we 
shall strike, and can never be sure just 
what our strength is going to be. That 
is one of the reasons why the Germans 
are keeping more and more troops idle 
in Western Europe." 

Quantities of men and equipment 
sent abroad have been limited by two 
things only, the safety ‘of the British 
Isles—the only base in Western Europe 
for future operations against Hitler— 
and ships. The British Army had to 
provide garrisons for bases all over 
the world, and was holding a position 
in the Middle East vital for keeping 
the door open to Russia, and, like the 
Russian front, vital also for gcor SO 
Germany and Japan from making 
contact. 

“TJnless I am much mistaken, the 
Middle East position is going to loom 
large in the news this summer.” 


BOMBING RAIDS 


To-day. it was the Germans who were 
beginning to learn what heavy air 
attacks could mean to the great centres 
of war production. “The striking 
power of Bomber Command steadily 
mounts. Although this winter was the 
worst one for flying for 15 years, the 
R.A.F. dropped on enemy targets in 
the last two months half again as 
many tons of bombs as during the 
same two months last year. The 
additional speed of our new bombers 
will allow for deeper penetration 
into Germany under the cover 
of the brief summer darkness. 
The increased effectiveness of our raids 
will not only be brought about by our 
having more aircraft, but our aircraft 
will be carrying more bombs, and our 
bombs are getting heavier. The bombs 
we now use weigh nearly two tons. 
The Germans call it block bomb, 
because it is powerful enough to knock 
out entire blocks of buildings, and 
bigger bombs are on the way.” 

Over all the seven seas the battle 
goes on day and night. It is a grim, 


sleepless struggle between U-boats, 
surface raiders and  far-ranging 
bombers. In one period of twelve 
months it took over three hundred 


ships continuously employed to keep 
the British armies going in the Middle 
East. The British Navy, at the same 
time as enforang the blockade and 
seeking out enemy warships, kept well 
over 600. ships continuously at sea in 
all kinds of weather. 

“Since war began we have sunk 
three enemy capital ships, thirteen 
cruisers, fifty-three destroyers, many 
submarines, still more naval auxiliaries, 


: 


besides crippling innumerable others. 
Together the R.A.F. and the Navy 
has destroyed or damaged five and a 
quarter million tons of the enemy’s 
merchant shipping. It has sunk about 
half the Axis convoys to Libya, and 
all this time it has been bringing 
British convoys safely towards ports 
and kept down their losses to less than 
one half of one per cent., and that 
means one ship out of 200, large and 
smaller. 

“The nation’s war output had been 
achieved in the teeth of the most 
violent efforts by the enemy to smash 
our war production and break 
of our people. From July, 1940, to 

ay, 1941, enemy ‘planes were over 
Britain ninety days out of a hundred, 
and for all of thirty mghts. They often 
caine many times in a single day. 
Relays of them cruised over their 
chosen target area all night long. Even 
in the past eight months of the so- 
called “ luil’ there has been only 52 
nights when families somewhere in the 
British Isles have not heard the drone 
of enemy ‘planes. Up to the end of 
1941 43,357 of our men, women and 
children were killed, and just - on 
50,000 seriously injured.” 


HOLDING THE FORT 


In 1941 a million more men were 
working on munitions than in 1916. He 
stressed the difficulties of the workers, 
and continued: “ Yet, if you add 
together all the time lost by industrial 
stoppages after Dunkirk to now, it 
would represent only one day per man 
evecy fifteen years. Or another way— 
the number of days lost by labour 
disputes in this war represented about 
1-50th of 1 per cent. of the total work- 
ing times, i.e., not more than seven 
seconds per working day. 

‘“During the darkest days we held 
the fort and we kept faith. The 
British really are people stripped for 
action. With you and other Allied 
nations we are gathering our strength 
for the final day of reckoning, and 
may it come soon.” 

Farlier in his speech Lord Halifax 
said that the record of the British 
Army was one of varying successes 
and failure. —“ Its record is one of 
valour and sacrifice, and certainly not 
one of inaction. At the end of 1941, 
of all the casualties suffered by the 
armies of the British Commonwealth 
over seventy per cent. were suffered 
by the troops from Great Britain.” 


BOMBS NEAR SOUTH-WEST 
ENGLISH COAST

Low Countries and in France, as 


that seized the civil populations 
when they made - their first 
acquaintance with the ‘Stuka’”’ 
dive bombers played a substantial 
part. in the defeat of the a'lied 
armies in the field; but the 
civilians in Russia—if; indeed, there 
can be said to be any civilians in 
Russia any longer—seem to have 
acted throughout with admirable 
calm, with the result that the 
roads were kept clear for the troops, 
and there was little or no confusion 
even when General Guderian’s tanks 
were crashing into the heart of 
Russia. In Moscow, and to an even 
greater extent in Leningrad, the 
civil population has been working in 
the closest co-operation with the 
army. Even the women are taking 
a prominent part in the national 
cause. In one area, east of Moscow, 
women have taken the place of men 
in the coal mines, and throughout 
the entire Soviet territory they aro 
engaged in war industries, not in 
the dilettante fashion that is so 
prevalent in other countries, but as 
almost fanatically earnest workers 
in a cause which they regard in the 
light of a religion. 

In a recent speech Herr Hitler spoke 
of Russia’s “‘unending reserves” 
and there is no doubt now that the 
Soviéts’ man—and woman—power 
has been organised with surprising 
efficiency. Whether, when the 
supreme test comes, the Red Army’s 
material equipment will be on a par 
| with its human resources remains 
to be seen; but the moral of 
the people is far higher than 
most outsiders ever expected it to 
be, and their powers of endurance 
are beyond question. At the moment 
the general situation on the Russian 
front is obscure. Neither the 
Russians nor the Germans reveal 
much in their official bulletins. 
Manifestly, the Germans remain on 
the defensive, and the Russians are 
keeping up a steady pressure along 
the whole front. ‘That is vittually 
all that can be said for certain. In 
at least two places the Germans 
seem to bein danger. Their Sixteenth 
Army, which has been in difficulties 
for some time past in the northern 
area, is making determined efforts 
to fight its way out of the “sack ”’ 
into which it apparently has been 
sewn by General Zhukov. Further 
south in the Rzhev-Vyazma salient, 
the Russians declare that no fewer 
than 200,000 Germans have been 
surrounded and are in a position of 
imminent peril. Russian parachute 
troops are being dropped in large 
numbers behind the German lines, 
where they are being helped by local 
“ partisans’”’ ; and, while the wintry 
weather lasts, they will continue to 
enjoy a useful advantage over their 
opponents. Within the next six 
weeks, on the other hand, the 
dreaded snows will have disappeared, 
and then the real test will begin. 
Both sides seem to be supremely 
confident of their ability to win the 
spring offensive, the outcome of 
which may have a decisive effect on 
the result of the entire war. 


The Law’s Delays 


Having secured the passage of 
four measures which were deemed 
necessary to put local administration 
on a sounder basis, successive 
Ministers for Local Government 
appear to have reached one of two 
conclusions—either that the measures 
were premature, or that they are 
unworkable. More than two years 
have passed since Mr. Sean T. 
O’Kelly began to enter excuses for 
the Local Government Dep ent’s 
delays in giving effect to the County 
Management, the Public Assistance 
and the Local Government Acts, and 
the Act which is to bring Howth 
Urban District into the City of 
Dublin. His successors followed his 
example, When, in the middle of 
last year, it was announced that 
next month would witness the 
inauguration of the new order, we 
expressed our satisfaction that an 
end would be put to dawdling 
and suspense. Now, despite that 
assurance, within weeks of the date 
fixed, there appears the prospect of 
further procrastination and post- 
ponement. It seems that Mr. Sean 
MacEntee has been so pre-occupied 
with other matters, or so entangled 
in the administrative networks 
which he inherited last year, that 
he has not yet found time even to 
put machinery in motion for the 
selection of County Managers. 
Alternatively, the traditions of pro- 
crastination and obstruction which |

This is a 
power for which the Society s chairman, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Dignan, Bishop of 
Clonfert, and Mr. Henderson have been 
working very hard for some years. 
Dental, optical and other benefits will 
now be available under the Society's 
scheme. 

Mr. Henderson is a Belfast man and 
an Irish speaker, and in earlier years 
he had a gift for short story writing.

now a power in the office of Public 
Works; but his qualifications for his 
present post were »btained through 
practical experience in a big insurance 
corporation in. Belfast and Dublin. 

His schemes for extra benefits will 
have to run the gauntlet of another 
Belfast man, the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, Mr. 
Sean MacEntee.
